These words were scribbled in a 
diary found in the pocket of a man 
who yesterday afternoon 
committed 
suicide 'by throwing himself in front 
of a passenger train approaching the 
depot at Richfield. According 
to 
an 
entry in the diary the man’s name is 
Frank Kelseath. There is an intima­ 
tion that the man 
has 
committed 
some crime, just what may only be 
conjectured. 
The man had bceon hanging alwvut 
Richfield for two or three days. Yes­ 
terday afternoon he went to the depot 
and asked the agent, N. Af. Darker, 
when tho next train went through. 
Durkrr told him that the train to Ixis 
Angeles would arrive at 3:02 o’clock. 
Tho man left the depot and walked up 
the track about 200 yards. 
Engineer Litterer was bringing bls 
train Into the station whee ho saw 
the man step toward the rails and de­ 
liberately dive in front of the engine. 
The body was thrown to one side of 
the rails. Part of Ute side of the head 
was torn away. 
/Deputy Coroner M ills went to Rich­ 
field and brough! the remains here. 
A search of the man's pockets found 
nothing by which the man could be 
identified other than the writing in the 
diary. 
A little tobacco, cigarette pa­ 
pers, threo matches 
and 
a 
freshly 
sharpened pencil were found. 
The diary was a new 1912 pocket 
diary. In it was written the following: 
“ My time name is Prank Kelseath. 
I am from Mississippi, The last name 
I gave in lx>s Angeles is the name of a 
friend of mine who died in 
It. C. 
I 
knew all about the people and 
am 
sorry their name was mentioned. 
"In 'the last ten years I wandered 
about the country. Always meant to 
do good but my nature was too weak 
to uphold the principles. I ani 
just 
as good as the average man 
and I 
know something about human nature. 
"I am sorry for the people of Mr. 
Mullion. Had I taken their advice this 
would not be my fate. 
“ The only time I have thougnt se- 
riously of my mother was in tile last 
few days traveling through the hills, 
I hope she 
never 
knows 
anything 
about it. 
“ I hope God forgives me and I for­ 
give everybody. 
‘ Silo is coming. This is horrible." 
On another page is written: 
"M y imagination is great. 
My mind 
is wandering. I would rather be dead 
than live in shame." 
The last words have a ring of in­ 
sanity aland, them, just as the preced­ 
ing words have a ring of something 
in tho way of crime committed. 
There was not a coin in tho man’s 
jackets. 
Tho man wore a brown suit, a soft, 
much-soiled 
shirt, 
a 
light-colored 
crushod-ln-crown hat of 7 % size. 
Ho 
was 5 feet 
7 Inches tall, weighed 
about LIO to 15.1, had brown eyes and 
black hair and was somewhere around 
34 years of age. 
flecause of the fact that the man 
was killed near the place where the 
Newport Reach bank 
robbers 
were 
last seen and because of the intima­ 
tion of crime in the man's diary, tho 
theory was advanced that he might 
be one of the bank robbers. However, 
ho does not fit tho description of any 
of them and it is not likely that he 
would bo penniless were ho one of 
the mon who got away with $600. 
Coroner Wiubigler held tho inquest 
this morning. 
Engineer Letterer was 
the only witness who saw the man 
run out to his death. 
The coroner’s 
jury brought in a verdict of suicide.

We 
want law s that will protect and help 
our m illions of starving human be­ 
ings. 
We w ant to boil our law m ak­ 
ing down to the decalogue. 
W e need 
to get back to the simple comm ands 
of ‘thou shalt, not steal’ 
and ‘thou 
shalt not kill.’ 
“We m ust think of our parties less 
aud rem em ber hum anity more. 
Com­ 
mon sense m ust be the motto ot the 
new political era.”
